In three days (rom thedaie of Lhis letter leo men

will be execulod in this and an adjoining county for
¢rimes whioh, if nol identical, were 10 closely allied in
ihe meansused and the won ewployed for their perpeira-
tion thut they can soly be regarded a8 paris of the same
oltence, On Thursdsy worning these murderers will
be brought from their cells in pairs and Langed by the
sock until they aro dead, within hearing aud almost
wilhin sight of other men awaliing a lke doow or
sorving oul terms of imprisonment &t labor lor partioi-
puting 1o the same offences,  lo all the annals of erime
ibore pover.was a conspiracy so widespread, so gen-
eral or g0 logg continued, and yet one eannot but feel
eurprised ul the meagreness o the number of persons
engaged o it with any positive kuowledge ol
the purposes of ibe organizstion or sctual share in
its direetion. A few crimes embruce nearly all ihe
cungpiralors under whose manipulations the oulrages
wore comuitted, and the men engaged in them bave
boen so thorooghly identifod thata pen pletare of all the
leading Molly Maguires becomes almost as easy as ‘‘roll-
ing off alog." At Maoch Chuwk jail are ve prisoners
in whom a great deal of interest centres—Ihomas P.
Yisher, thoe county delsgate of Carbon couniy, con-
vigted of the murder of Laugdon, but uvot yet sen-
toneod; “Yellow Juak' Donobue, who killed Powell;
Alexander Campboll, who ineited and pianved the
ussassination of both Jones and Powell, and Michael J.
Doyie nud Edward Kelly who directed the fatnl sbots
which felled Jobn P, Jones in his tracks. 0! thede the
four Jast nemed are to bo exocutod by Sheriff Randen-
bush on Tharsday. In the Jail at thig pluce are seven
tonvicted wmurderers—Jack Kechos, the county dele.
gate of Schuylkill county, who might have
been convioled ol nearly every crime commitied
in the unthracite reglous sinee 1873; Thuomas Munley,
who asmisted io the murder o/ Sanger, and MeGoeohan,
Boyle, Dufly, Carroll nud Roarlty, tue Yoat murderers.
Of these the six last numead will bo executed by SBhenfll
Werner simultancously with tbe execation of Lhe
Carbon connty murderers. The repetition of ull theso
pnmes seems necessary, that the dramalis peraomo of
tho bloody drama concted In the coal reglons during
tho last ten years may be indelibly fixod on the mind
